Karl, once e m p e r o r of Austria, and 
also kno w n as K in g K arl IV of H u n ­ 
gary, was an a l m o s t pitiful example 
of the w ay fate h a s dealt with E u r o ­ 
pean m o n a r c h s . 
He succeeded F r a n z 
Josef on N o v e m b e r 21, 1916, and had 
only defeat an d disc o u rag em e n t of his 
o u n tr y on his h a n d s until the world 
w ar forced his flight. 
He xvas c o n ­ 
ti nua lly u n d e r G e rm a n domination. He 
was of th e H a p s b u r g line and a d e­ 
scendant of R u d o lp h of the Romans, 
1273 A. D. 
He w as 33 years old.

F l a n s for a decentralization of m u ch o f th e routine w o rk 
of the Postoffice Department, under a system of state central 
offices which, postal officials believe, will greatly increase th e 
efficiency of the service, and at the same lime effect an important 
saving in its cost, are being rapidly completed. 
Under the new plan, all details of ploicy, adjustments and 
service which have heretofore been thrown upon the department 
at Washington for final disposition, will be settled by a central 
office designated to exercise that authority for each state. Offices 
of this kind have already been designated in several states, and are 
relieving the department in Washington of money order disputes, 
complaints, and a multitude of details, the officials say. 
Ulti­ 
mately, the thousands of complaints and recommendations now 
handled by a large body of workers in Washington will lie dis­ 
posed of by the office for each state. 
Postmaster (Jenera! Work says the effect of this change will 
be not only to relieve the mails of thousands of letter and docu­ 
ments now shunted across the continent, but also a great saving 
in operating expense anrl in time required for service adjustment. 
He declared, in announcing the nature of the plans, that he be­ 
lieved they would mark “one of the most important reforms in the 
service in several generations, if not in its entire history."

so that industry will know just “where it is at.”
